RUPTURE BETWEEN FRANCE 
AND BRITAIN MAY HAVE SER- 
IOUS EFFECT UPON NEGOTIA- 
TIONS AT NEAR EAST PEACE 
PARLEYS 


Rupture of Franco-Bri‘ish relations 
at Lausanne which would result in a 
serious crisis in the near east owing 
to a stiffening to the poin’ of insol- 
ence in Tuikish attitude, is believed 
not impossible as a result of ‘he fail- 
uve of the Paris eparations confer. 
ence. That the Paris conference has 
failed, in s vite of its scheduled con- 
tinua’ ion, is held by all, save, per- 
haps, Belgian delegates, who express 
the hope that some sort of wompromise 
may yet be reached. : 

The conference continues today 
when ‘he unfinished declaration of 
Premie~ Bonar Law in reply to Pre-. 
mier Poincare, will be completed, and 
Marquis Della Torrenta will have a 
formal op ortunity to state the I‘al- 
ian government's position, 

The conference, in the judgmen* of 
both the French and Br'tish . dele- 
gates, p-obably will end without an 
agreement, thus breaking up uni'y 
among the allied governments, upon 
which the policies of all the principal 
western powers are based. 

There is much dismay and anxiety - 
over the si‘uation. The tone of the 
conference has been cordial enough, 
but the British and Frenh views are 
irreconcilable as they stand now, Mr.

Calgary Has Record 
In Handling Grain 


_ For the month of December, 1,778 
cars of grain were ins»ected in Cal- 
gary by George Hill, Dominion gov- 
ernment grain inspector, These in- 
cluded 1,5559 cars of whea‘, 164 cars 
of oats, 37 cars of barley, 16 cars of 
rye and two cars of flar, 

The compa ative statement since 
the commencement of the grain ship. 
ping year, on Sep‘ember 1, shows that 
there have been more than double the 
amount of cars of wheat handled in 
Calgary, the actual figures being 6,- 
$90, as against 3,0558 last year. 

Of the large qunatity of wheat that 
was insvected during December, 1,246 
cars graded No. 1 northern. All of 
the cars arriving in Calgary, wi'h the 
exception of 49, graded either No. 1 
hard, No, 1 northern, No, 2 northern, 
or No. 8 northern,

, The Farmer And Immigration 


The Ain rowers of Western Canada are faced with well defined and 
more oi aoe clearly undergetoed problems in connection with the growing and 
marketing of their staple product Some of these problems are economic; 
some geographical Among the more outstanding the following ‘may be} 
enumerated: 

1. The long haul to the seaboard-—the Canadian Prairie country being 
probably the most inland of the great gr ain exporting districts of the world. 

2. Excessively high trarisportation costs to place Western gre ain on the 
world’s markets because of the creat distances trom the seaboard, and equally 
high transportation costs on machinery and equipment brought from Eustern 
mantnfacturing centres and which is essential in grain production, 

3. The difficulty of obtalning adequate farm labor during the rush sea 
sons and the high wages demanded in order to secure such labor. 

4. The fact that, unlike practically every other industry, these high costs 
of production and marketing cannot be passed to the ultimate consumer, but 
must be paid by the producer because the selling price-of his grain is not amd 
cannot be fixed -by him based on cost of production, but is fixed by world mar- 
kets over which he has no eontrol. 

That is to say, with the priee of wheat fixed by the law of stipply and de- 
mand in a world market, say Liverpool, wheat grown: thousands of miles in- 
land in Canada must compete with wheat grown in the Argentine, India and | 
Reypt only a few mulles from lie seaboard; as compared wilh the high prie ed | 
labor of the Canadian West, there is the lower priced labor of the Argentine | 
and the cheap native labor of India and Mgypt. Consequently, from the 
price obtainable in Liverpool the Western Canadian farmer has to deduct 
dollars where his world competitors deduct only as many cents, and he has to 
bear, in addition to the ocean ecarrlage charges common to all, the heavy 
transportation charges to reach the seaboard, 

Western Canada cannot overcome its geographical handicap, the only 
compensating feature being the high quality and hard variely of wheat which 
the Prairles produce, plus, in favorable years, a large yleld per acre, But is 
it not possible for Canada to at least somewhat reduce the handicap now -im- 
posed by reason of excessive lubor costs? If so, will not a well devised and 
property directed immigration pollcy assist to that end without doing injustice 
to any class? 

The present method of meeting the farm labor demand of the West {s 
economically unsound, Every Spring thousands of men are brought at heavy 
expense from other Provinces to be employed for a_coniparatively few weeks. 
Again, for the harvest tens of thousands of farm laborers ave iniported, It 


is inevitable that these men must be paid big wages in order to recoup them | 


for thé expense to which they are pul in coming to the West 
home, especially as the period of their actual employment is short, 
the circumstances the high wages demanded by

Wesernt farm- 
ers now pay out in wages to extra farm hands in the Spring, and for harvest 
nnd threshing operations in the Fall, a sum sufficiently kirge to enable them 
to pay a reasonable wage all the year round to one or more capable farm 
hands, if sueh men were only available. Of course, living accommodation 
would have to be provided for @uch permanent help, but®even if the cost 
were somewhat greater, the resultant service would be much more efficient 
and, therefore, profitable. 

Such labor, remaining on the farms the year round, would relieve the | 
urban centres and their resident arlizans and laborers from the problems and | 
competition which annually occur with the present yearly influx of- harvesters, 
The more intensive settlement of farm ‘lands which would result would bring 
many benefiis to farm and city alike.

Honey Production Increases | Building New Roads 


Saskatchewan's New Roads Cost 
$32,373 During Year 

Construction of highways involved 
a tolal expenditure of $32,373 during

For Cattle Raising 


W. D, TE RGO, GLEICHEN FARMER 
THINKS HE HAS SOLUTION OF 
THE FEED PROBLEM — SAYS 
SCHEIIME WOULD ASSURE AN 
ABUNDANT WINTER FEED AND 
IMPROVE LIVE STOCK SITUA- 
TION 


When farmers of southern Albet‘a 
awake to the realizatién that*they can 
grow a greater quantity of whea’ aft- 
e: growing a crop of com and peas 
than after a bare summerfallow, the 
eat'le industry in this province will be 
placed on a safer and more paying 
basis, acjo ding to W. D. Trego, well 
known farmer of the Gleichen dis- 
trict. The best results obtainable can- 
not be secured from ca'tle raising if 
the cattle are well fed for six months 
of the year and half fed fo~ the remain 
ing six months, said Mr, Trego. 

“Tney must be kep* in a good thrif- 
ty condition from the time they rome 
into existenre until ‘hey are ready for 
slauahter,”’ said Mr. T ego, “‘and when 
readf for slaughter they should have 
all the beef their frame of bones will 
carry, not jus’ a siffihient quantity to 
cover the framework. When fa me:s 
come ta realize how simple and finan- 
cially beneficial the process is to have 
half their land seeded to oorn and 
peas each year and the other half ‘o 
grain and that they will be assured of 
a reasonable c op whether the season 
is wet or dry, then we will be able *o 
provide all the good winter feed that 
tea times ‘he number of cattle can 
consume, that we have been producing 
up to the present.” 

Much better prices will be for'h- 
coming for Alberta cattle not onlp on 
local ma kets, but on all the lives‘ock 
ma.kets of the world, when every ani- 
ma] slaughtered is loaded with all the 
beef it can carry in -plaé of going ‘o 


the slaughter with half what it should 


carry, said Mr. Trego, Thus the 
blyer ‘not only will get a grea’er quan- 
tity of meat from each animal, but al- 
so he will secure a much higher qual. 
ity of meat. 

“Quality of mea‘ can be — secured 


only by building up the tissues rap- 


idly-by the animals being supplied 
with all the building materials they 
can use all the ‘ime. When our 
ranchers.can stock the ranges for all 
the cattle they can ua-ry during the

the fa:mer who is growing the feed 
by which it will be possible *o place 
the cattle on the market in the best 
condition. Bo'h kinds of gustomers 
will be much safer financially than 
the present variety, said the farmer, 
“or the ranchman, witr an abundance 
of winter feed assured, is ‘he safest 
kind of customer, 

“Also,’ he continued, “ the fa*mer. 
with an assured wheat crop ona lim- 
ited acreage and an assured crop of 
feed on a similar a:reage, to a much 
safer custimer for ‘he bank to deal 
with than the farmer with only a 
wheat ¢ op and half of that just s‘ub- 
bled in,” he said, “The implement men 
searching for new business should help 
by giving the farmer who wants the 
machinery for growing feed liberal 
terms, in o-der ‘hat he may make the 
necessary financial restitution out of 
the crop after it is grown. Every 
business in the country should regard 
this new indust y from the same view- 
point anl should lend it a helping 
hand wherever and whenever pos- 
sible.”

Pullet sto make winter layers must 
be well raised. They should have a 
good run so ‘hat they can catoh in- 
sects and gather green food, They 
should be fed all they can eat and 
should have drink accessible at all 
times, If skim milk or buttermilk 
can be got it will improve ‘he ration;

Mén Acting Under His Direct Orders 
Says British Officer 

It has been said that Kemal Pasha 

himself is not responsible for the con- 

duct of many of his followers, who 
are beyond his control, but this is 
hot the picture drawn by a Pritish 
naval officer at the Dardanelles tn a 
letter to a friend ‘at Orillia, Ont., pub 
lished in the Packet. He writes: 

“The last English papers we re- 

ceived about a week ago, said that the 
Turks that had invaded neutral terri- 
tory were out of touch with Kemal. 
How very different is the true state of 
affairs. We had certain information 
(by tapping the Turks’ lines of com- 
munication) that the Turkésh cavalry 
in Brenkeui were in direct telephonic 
communication with Kemal at Smyrna 
and were acting under his direct 
orders.” 

This fact must have been ~known 
to the French when they were back- 
ing Kemal against the British. Hap- 
pily they are now recovering a sense 
of thelr duty to Europe and humanity, 
and while it is too late to save Con- 
stantinople and Eastern Thrace from 
the Nationalists they can prevent a 
massacre of Christians in these areas 
by co-operation with the British, But 
for the British there would have been 
& massacre already.—Toronto Globe.
